Conservation work, unlike the Club's 
Conservation Committee, goes on forever, 
but as the current club year ends with 
the May 1 Directors! Meeting, it is 
well tO cast up our books and see what 
has been accomplished, 

While considerable progress has been 
made, the committee has not yet been 
able to produce workers with time enough 
to do anything more than keep abreast of 
the major conservation issues, 

A year ago I said I hoped we would 
never see another period like the pre~ 
ceding twelve months with its overcrowded 
agenda, but last year has produced an 
even larger nunber of major issues, 

Here are a few: The proposed abolish- 
ment of the Jackson Hole National Monu- 
ment; the elimination of much of the 
western area of the Olympic National 
Parks; demands because of increased 
threats of locging to help save the 
Butano Forest and South Calaveras 

Grove of redwoods; the threat of re- 
opening Yosemite National Park to graz= 
ing; the efforts to forward state legis-= 
lation to control the stream pollution 
problem of the Klamath Rivers and new 
investigations of Joshua Tree National 
Monument which a hostile local Congress= 
man also threatened with elimination, 

During the late drought crisis new 
proposals to dam Tehipite Valley and 
the South Fork Kings River Canyon were 
reported, 

By way of variety the committee had 
up for investigation a road proposed 
in the Dana Minarets Primitive Area to 
a valid mining claim on the edge of 
Lake Ediza, 

The, committee has made a constant 
effort to keen posted about the main-

Maining in this country, including Lake 
Solitude in the Cloud Peak Primitive 
Area and the Quetico-Superior region,

The work of the committee and of the 
writer personally has beon aided by 
many volunteer correspondents and con- 
tributors who forwarded letters and 
news clippings which have been very 
valuable sources of information. In 
several instances we have been informed 
of new threats before the Federal agen- 
cies charged with administration ‘of 
these. aroas had learned of them,

of Chester H. Rowell, an honorary life 
member of the Sierra Club since 1936, 
Perhaps best known as- editor of the San 
Francisco Chronicle, he was.also author,

April 18, in bright spring sunshine, 
the Bay Chapter, led by Richard Bower
